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convicted in the Court of Oyer and Terminer of murder in 
the second degree, for having, in April last, shot and, killed 
John R. Livingstone, at the saloon of Marcus Tallmaun, 
No. 17 Jeffsrson street, in this city. The evidence against 
the prisoner was strikingly conclusive, leaving no doubt in 
the minds of the jury that Cody was the perpetrator of the 
deed. The only difference of opinion that could at all ex- 
ist was as to the degree of crime of which Cody became 
guilty. The prisoner and his accomplice, Allen, attacked 
Livingstone, and it was during this melee that the shot 
was fired which terminated the existence of a human being. 
Cody was arraigned on a charge of murder in the first de- 
‘gzee, viz: wilful, deliberate and premeditated killing. The 
trial lasted two days, and matters Icoked exceedingly 
gloomy for the prisoner. The jury retired, and at one 
time they stood eleven for conviction for the full crime 
charged and one for murder in the second degree. But by 
one of these sudden revolutions in the minds of jurors, for 
which frequently there is no accounting, a verdict of mur- 
der in the second degree returned.
